England Joins Europe 


The United States government hat en- 


thusiastically approved the British 
re- 


quest to join the European Common Mar- 
ket rather than to continue in the rival 
trade organization commonly called the 
Outer Seven. Officials of this country 
emphasize they made no attempt to per* 
suade England in this matter but that 
they consistently have backed 
European 


unity since the end of World War II and 
this new move is definitely in line with 
such aims. 


England's decision to request entry 


had little to do with the political situa- 
tion. It was based upon economic need 
•nd the signs that England could not fi- 
nancially survive without such ties. We 
must not minimize the importance of the 
request nor its difficulties. Tor British 
statesmen it represented 
a 
complete 


change from the mercantile theory of the 
days of empire to the efforts to create 
out of the British Commonwealth of Na- 
tions a similar situation favorable to in- 
gular England itself. Economically, 
as 


well as politically, England has for cen- 
turies attempted to be the balance of 
power in European affairs but not an in- 
tegral part. 


In 1960, British imports rose to $128 


billion while the exports were only $9.9 
billion. From a favorable balance of pay- 
ments in 1959, the pendulum swung 
alarmingly. The deficit in overall interna- 
t i o n a l balance of payments in 1960 
amounted to $963 million. This terrific 
and growing drain upon the gold reserve 
also threatened the value of the pound 
sterling. 


Obviously stern measures had to be 


taken. The British consumer never had it 
so good. Wage increases continued to 
outstrip productivity gains. There was no 
temptation for British firms to bid for ex- 
port trade since there were ready buyers 


at home. This also contrasts with the 
United States situation. Wt have deficit* 
in our balance of payments but they art 
due to foreign aid, the amount of mon- 
ey we spend to keep troops overseas and 
investments in other countries. Our ex* 
ports in 1960 exceeded our imports by al- 
most $5 billion. England's status was 
much like that of France before Presi- 
dent de Gaulle was elected and enacted 
stern economic measures. 


England must do the same and such 


measures have been recommended. But 
the request to join the Common Market 
goes further. It is an acknowledgment on 
the part of England that it really is a 
part of Europe after all. For political 
reasons, as well as economic, this is im- 
portant. 


If England is accepted into the Com- 


mon Market, it is likely that at least 
Denmark and Norway also will request 
entry. This will mean a bloc of nine na- 
tions 'with common borders (considering 
the English Channel-as a border rather 
than a barrier) which will have eradi- 
cated in great measure the 
artificial 


trade restrictions 
among them. 
Such 


agreement must carry over into other 
fields. But even the economic unity is 
important at a time when the Commu- 
nist nations are undertaking economic of- 
fensives tied in with their political ambi- 
tions. 


There is a danger to the United States 


in the enlarged Common Market. We 
cannot bargain with one nation against 
another in Europe. But the value of a 
united Europe, solving its economic and 
its political problems as a whole, is 
greater in this precarious century than 
possible economic barriers. The latter we 
can negotiate. But one reason for both 
World Wars was European disunity and 
we cannot afford to have it again.

Wisconsin has, over most of this cen- 


tury of its political experience, tended to 
boast about its inventions in the field of 
government a n d public service. While 
some of these brags are normal commu- 
nity expressions of self-esteem that prob- 
ably are duplicated in other states from 
New Mexico to Wyoming, it is a fact of 
history that we have originated some of 
the significant governmental experiments 
of our times. 


A timely reminder came the other day 


In the modest ceremonies at Madison at- 
tending the observance of the 25th anni- 
versary of the first check ever issued un- 
der any state unemployment compensa- 
tion law in the country. 


It was in 1936, in the second term of 


former 
Gov. Philip F. LaFollette. The 


enabling legislation was enacted a few 
years earlier. First payment was de- 
ferred while fund reserves were slowly 
built. Since that time nearly 17,000,000 
separate benefit checks have been paid 
to hundreds of thousands of covered per- 
sons idle for varying periods. The total 
of such benefits has reached the hand- 
some figure of nearly half a billion dol- 
lars 


The compensation plan was designed 


as a buffer in an economy that even a 
quarter of a century ago was obviously 
becoming industrialized It was a plan to 
minimize the personal tragedies involved 


in loss of employment, and to protect the 
economic community as a whole by pro- 
viding such unemployed persons 
with 


some measure of purchasing power dur- 
ing periods of recession and layoff. It is 
a measure of the genius of the program 
that there never has been a serious ef- 
fort to repeal it, although political power 
in Madison has shifted across the whole 
spectrum since the days of the original 
enactment. In fact, the coverage of the 
plan has been steadily extended by more 
than a dozen legislatures that were con- 
trolled by men of widely differing politi- 
cal viewpoints. 


The only serious threat to the Wiscon- 


sin job insurance fund, indeed, has come 
from those liberal devotees of centralized 
government who have 
repeatedly 
at- 


tempted to pool the Wisconsin money, 
credited to individual employer accounts 
under a system that provides an incen- 
tive to avoid lay-offs, in a national fund 
under control of federal bureaucrats. No 
little of the credit for successful repudia- 
tion of such periodic efforts is owed to 
Paul Raushenbush, the career civil serv- 
ant at Madison who was put in charge of 
the Wisconsin program at its beginning 
and who remains its director today. The 
efficient service of such men has made 
the Wisconsin state government in this 
field and many others a model for the 
world.

The young man's name was 


Richard Henry Dana, Jr., and 
he was Just a few days past his 
19th birthday when in 1834 he 
stepped aboard the Pilgrim clad 
in the duck trousers, checked 
shirt and tarpaulin hat of an 
ordinary seaman. Scion of the 
oldest and most important fam- 
ily in Cambridge, Mass, young 
Richard confidently expected to 
follow the family careers of law 
and politics. It had taken a 
combination of unhappiness at 
school, measles, and the primi- 
tive medical practices of the 
time to send the patrician to 
sea as a common sailor. 


In Dana, the inflammation of 


the eye membrane that accom- 
panies measles was aggravated 
by the repeated application of 
leeches. Dana's eyes were so 
weak they could not bear the 
light of day. He was forced to 
drop out of his class at Har- 
vard, and for the better part of 
a year 
"lingered 
about 
at 


home." Because he then felt he 
was a burden to his father, he 
decided to make the voyage. 


Before he had been a week 


at sea, Dana's eye ailment and 
mental malaise vanished. For 
the first time in his life he had 
a chance to win acceptance for 
h'mself because he could reef 
or furl a sail and not because 
he was a gentleman's son. When 
he came back from his trip, he 
was 
a 
sunburned, 
vigorous 


young man, buoyant with a new 
understanding of the world. 


Back at Harvard, Dana soon 


discovered he had come- alive 
intellectually at sea. In his last 
year he surpassed every other 
student in every branch of study, 
made Phi Beta Kappa, and was 
chosen to both the rival social 
clubs.

A year after his return from 


California he was studying law, 
teaching elocution to freshmen, 
at<d writing up an expanded ver- 
sion of his sea journal In the 
fall of 1840 he published his 
book and saw it turn into an 
immediate best seller.

day It was issued, Two Years 
Before The Mast has remained 
in print continuously. Harper 
and Brothers, who paid Dana 
only $250 for the original copy- 
right, may have made as much 
as $50,000 on the book. Hough- 
ton Mifflm alone has sold more 
than 100,000 copies since 1911, 
and four other publishers have 
issued 77 different editions, with 
total sales approaching a quar- 
ter of a million copies. Trans- 
lated into a dozen foreign lan- 
guages, Two Years has been 
made into a movie, reprinted as 
one of the Harvard Classics, and 
reissued as a paperback 


Before examining the reasons 


for such continuous popularity, 
it is worthwhile to disencumber 
the book of some legends. Two 
Years did not inspire Herman 
Melville to go to sea. Melville 
had already made his first voy- 
age to Liverpool the year before 
Dana's book was published. 


Another common mistake has 


been to regard Two Years as 
part of the literature of reform 
that flourished in the decades 
before the Civil War. Some cnt- 
ICF have asserted that Dana did 
for the common sailor what Har- 
riet Beecher Stowe was to do 
for the Negro slave. 


Flogging Incident 


Evidence available from the 


book itself proves otherwise. The 
story of two floggings by the 
captain takes up only six pages 
cut of some 450, from the rest 
of the book one gets the im- 
pression that the crews with 
whom Dana sailed were on the 
whole fairly well treated

Dana's book had far more ef- 


fect on prospective immigrants 
to California and young boys 
anxious to go to sea than it did 
en congressmen who might pass 
legislation benefitting seamen. 


Dana actually favored the re- 


tention of flogging, provided the 
offense was serious and provid- 
ed the victim had been found 
guilty after a fair trial. What 
sailor* really n e e d e d , he 


thought, was the stoppage of 
their rum ration and a plentiful 
supply of Bibles aboard ship. 
Most of the trouble at sea could 
be blamed on the sailors them- 
selves. 


Two Yean created a vogue 


for realistic tales of the sea 
Nearly three dozen books with 
titles resembling Dana's were 
published in the two decades aft- 
er 1840. Both the book's inter- 
est for young readers and its 
lack of appeal to critics can b« 
partially explained by its sim- 
ple, straightforward style The 
detailed journal Dana had kept 
on the voyage had been lost, 
so he had to work his story up 
from a notebook account that 
was only 20 pages long The re- 
sulting prose in his completed 
book was simple and easy to 
grasp, with a great power of 
communicating the feeling of an 
experience. 


An Uncharted Sea 


Dana's material, unlike other 


travel journals, was fresh, new 
and exciting; he was the first 
writer to give a real picture of 
the common sailor's life, and 
the first to exploit Mexican Cali- 
fornia for literary purposes 


The first section of Dana's 


book, describing the five-month 
voyage from Boston to Santa 
Barbara, gave him an opportu- 
nity to describe his change from 
frock coat and kid gloves, to 
explain the routine on board, 
and to give his impressions of 
lite at sea. 


The central part of the book, 


dealing with th* time Dana 
spent gathering hides on the Cal- 
ifornia coast, has always been 
of interest to historians of the 
West and to young people fas-

But the cow- 
ardicc and incompetence of tbs 
captain of the Alert gave Dana 
an opportunity to tell an excit- 
ing story of men in conflict with 
the tremendous forces of air, ice 
and ocean. The ship ran into a 
series of violent storms, and for 
the better part of a month was 
in danger of foundering or being 
crushed by ic* every day. 
Dana's account of this frozen 
nightmare world of sleet, high 
winds, iron-hard sails, and an 
icy ocean, w h i c h Mel ville 
thought "must have been writ- 
ten with an icicle," is the high 
point of hit book, and one of 
the great epics of the sea. 


After rounding Cape Horn, the 


Alert rushed home, sometimes 
making 250 miles in a day. De- 
spite illness, hard work, and 
hurricanes. Dana was in per- 
fect health when he got back to 
Boston, and had had enough 
toughening to stand up to over- 
work and nervous strain for tht 
next two decades. 
Boy Becomes a Man 


A final reason for the book's 


continued appeal, especially to 
younger readers, is its psycho- 
logical truth 
Despite 
Dana's 


aristocratic reserve, his book 
jesembles the novel of adoles- 
cence that has been so popular 
a form in America. Like Huck 
Finn and Nick Adams. Dana is 
a >ounp, inexperienced boy at 
the beginning of the book, and 
a giowo man, with knowledge 
of the world and of good and 
evil, at the end of it. The ado- 
lescent reader quite naturally 
identifies himself with the young 
man who comes aboard th* Pil- 
grim green and ignorant, and 
gradually, by willingness 
and 


hard work, earns his place 
among the other members of 
the crew Such a reader triumphs 
vicariously with Dana over sea- 
sickness, ice and storms, and 
comes to understand what it is 
to make one's way in the world. 


To Dana himself, although be 


dismissed his voyage as a "pa- 
renthesis" in a life which hi 
eventually devoted, as he had 
planned, to politics and law, the 
experience was well-nigh deci- 
sive He owed his later success 
M a lawyer, as an antislavery 
politician, and as Lincoln's war- 
time attorney for the district of 
Massachusetts, to the toughen* 
ing effects of his voyage.

LOWER CLIFF — Each trip 


into the outdoors seems to result 
in some occurrence that is 
tucked away as a memory. 


Three of us, my father who 


lives at Lower Cliff, Harold 
Evers, a Little Chute neighbor 
and the writer, were fishing 
for perch on Lake Winnebago 
recently when a garfish hit my 
nightcrawler. 


Funny thing about the whole 


situation was that we had been 
talking about garfish and their 
habits just a short time before. 


Unusual Day 


It was an unusual day from 


the start. At 5 a. m. there were 
stars overhead and a few clouds 
in the west. By 5:30 the cloud 
cover had become thicker and 
it started to rain. We held to 
the old saying about "rain be- 
fore seven, quit by 11," and 
left Little Chute for the lake. 


By 6:45 the rain had dwindled 


to a sprinkle and by the time 
we had the boat down the ramp 
and out on the water, the skies 
were breaking and patches of 
blue could be seen. 


Once Ac Ay cleared, the 


wind picked up from the west 
and within a half hour we were 
surrounded by foaming white- 
caps and three to four-foot 
rollers. 


Set UM Marker 


We had dropped anchor near 


my father's setline which has 
come to be a marker for many 
perch fishermen on the lake. 
On calm days there may be 
anywhere from five to a dozen 
boats hovering around the flags 
on the setline and the perch 
have been hitting well in the 
area. 


Shortly 
after 
we dropped 


anchor the writer bagged a good 
perch on a helgramite. It was 
nearly 12 inches long and easily 
topped the pound mark. 


Despite a heavy lead anchor, 


the relentless waves shoved us 
about 30 yards from the setline 
before the anchor dug in and 
held. Drifting that distance may 
have made a difference because 
we did not get another bite for 
over an hour. 


Wind Settles 


We moved several 
times, 


tried closer to shore, moved 


out again and still could not 
locate the perch. About 10:30 
a. m. the wind settled down 
and within an hour all that was 
left was a whisper of a breeze 
but the big rolling waves con- 
tinued. 


After the wind dropped we 


bagged several more perch and 
finished out with a total of eight 
pkis two small pike. 


The garfish experience occur- 


red j u s t as we were talking 
about quitting for the day. The 
tip of my telescope rod made 
a slight dip. The line was slack 
and there was no pull from 
the sinker or bait. 


Heads for Boat 


Suddenly the fish took off with 


the line in a straight direction 
for the boat. The line still was 
slack when the garfish banged 
into the side of the hull. He 
laid along side the boat for a 
second and then did a quick 
flip and the hook popped out of 
his mouth and he was gone. 


It was my first experience 


with a garfish on Winnebago and 
and an incident that has a place 
of its own in my outdoor mem- 
ory book.
